Since Gandhi, like many great teachers. left 
behind him no organized presentation of his 
thinking, the editor arranged this distillation 
from Gandhi's scattered writings in his auto- 
biography, speeches, letters, and articles. An 
introduction to India and a brief biographical 
sketch of Gandhi precede the exposition of 
the ethical principles with which Gandhi 
revolutionized politics.
